buses that are frequently late 
or don’t turn up at all and 
cycle paths that nobody uses. 

I realise that it is fashionable 
for the Government and now 
Welsh Assembly (who inciden¬ 
tally played a big part in allowing 
this development plan) to talk the 
‘green’ talk, but it’s time that these 
institutions now faced up to their 
responsibility, because you can’t 
just say you’re going to declare 
a climate emergency unless you 
intend to do something about it. 

A good start would be to cancel 
plans for an industrial estate on 
Port Road: nobody wants or needs 
this, or the damage to the local 
ecology of this area. As for the 


2,000 jobs this will create, we 
have heard this time and again, 
and these jobs never happen. 

There is still more than five years 
remaining of the council’s LDP, 
so presumably more building and 
wrecking of the local environment. 

I would say to Cllr Neil Moore, 
the Council Leader, it really is 
very simple: carry on with the fan¬ 
tasy of your Climate Emergency, 
or actually do something posi¬ 
tive and maybe revisit the plans, 
because just stating the emergency 
doesn’t actually prove that you 
are going to do anything about it.

I AM disap¬ 
pointed to read 
that Llantwit 
Major town coun¬ 
cillors think that 
large scale tree 
planting can wait 
five to 10 years. 

I wonder whether it’s 
time for some new coun¬ 
cillors, with more under¬ 
standing of the urgency 
of the climate disaster 
facing our children, and 
their children. I would 
have expected the coun¬ 
cil to have been in con¬ 
tact with the developers 
of new housing around 
the town to ensure that 
the trees and hedges cut 
down will be replaced. 

That this hasn’t 
happened just adds to 
my disappointment. 

Planting trees, lots of 
trees, is widely acknowl¬ 
edged to be the easiest, 
cheapest and least 


disruptive way of captur¬ 
ing at least some of the 
carbon currently released 
into the atmosphere. 

People often despair 
that there is nothing that 
they can do to prevent 
the planet overheating; 
planting trees is some¬ 
thing we can do, but 
we need to do it now. 

There are dozens, if 
not hundreds of places 
around the town where 
trees could be planted 
and grow without dis¬ 
turbing anyone, or posing 
any danger to passers-by. 

Their only impact 
would be to help 
endangered wildlife, 
cool the streets on hot 
days and make the 
town more attractive.

Vale residents seem 
‘unaware’ of proposals 
for Model Farm 


I CANNOT under¬ 
stand why the Vale 
Council is considering 
allowing the Model Farm 
site to be developed. 

There is already a business park 
near the airport which is not fully 
developed and further land adja¬ 
cent to it if there is actually demand. 

Even if there is demand, I am not 
clear why the council consider this 
particular site should be developed. 

The wag’s planning policy 
is that brownfield sites, ie those 
which have been previously 
developed, should be used in 
preference to farmland. There is 
land at St Athan airfield which 
I believe could be developed. 

For that matter, the land 
at the former Llandow air¬ 
field is still largely undevel¬ 
oped and would certainly be 


suitable for the proposed use. 

Surely either of these sites 
should be used before the prime 
farmland of the Model Farm? 

Again, perhaps the council 
might care to give us an explana¬ 
tion why they seem to be bent on 
ignoring WAG policy and explain 
to local residents why they believe 
this site, if developed, will not 
cause even more serious traffic 
problems at Weycock Cross. 

Apart from the works 
being carried on (slowly) 
there are regularly extensive 
traffic queues on Port Road. 

For them to be increased 
by further development will 
adversely affect the lives 
of residents in Rhoose, the 
other Vale villages and Barry. 

It is said that the site was allo¬ 
cated in the current Development 


Plan. I was certainly not aware of 
this proposal and nor apparently are 
most local residents. I believe this 
was due to a failure on the part of 
the council to publicise adequately 
this highly controversial proposal. 

In my view, any planning 
application should be called 
in by the WAG and made the 
subject of a Public Enquiry so 
that the views of affected resi¬ 
dents can be heard. Perhaps our 
AMs Andrew RT Davies and 
Jane Hutt would give us under¬ 
takings that this will be done. 

I am not sure if Mr Cairns 
would be involved in this, but 
feel that he too should liaise 
with the WAG to ensure the 
matter is properly considered.

Rural crimestoppers 
scheme launches

The Farmers’ Union of 
Wales Glamorgan county 
team have already been 
in talks with South Wales 
Police Commissioner 
Alun Michael over the 
increasing number of 
thefts and vandalism 
in the region. Working 
with South Wales Police, 
FUW county executive 
officer Rachel Saunders 
and members of the 
union’s county executive 
are putting in place new 
measures to identify and 
prevent rural crime. 

“There are increasing 
numbers of incidents 
where valuable machin¬ 
ery has been taken, 
and it has proven to be 
impossible to retrieve 
it,” said Rachel. “Now, 
by building closer links 
between our members 
and the police, we aim to 
turn this round and make 
would-be thieves think 
again about targeting 
south Wales.” 

First step in the cam¬ 
paign is to build links 
across the region’s farm¬ 
ing community, making 
landowners - whether 
they are members or 
not - aware that there 
is support out there. 
“The problem we have 
identified is that many 
farmers just don’t report 
random crime, for one 
reason or another. Our 
message is that everyone 
in the countryside needs 


to report even the most 
trivial offence to the 
police, and get a crime 
number,” said Rachel. 

“Then we ask that they 
should call us, e-mail, 
or call in at the county 
office so that we can keep 
a centralised record of 
all the crimes that have 
been committed, so that 
we can get a clear idea of 
what the current situation 
is,” she said. The aim 
is to evaluate just what 
the crime levels are, the 
most vulnerable targets 
and which areas across 
the south Wales force 
are primary targets for 
thieves, so that police 
resources can be best 
used. 

“With this empirical 
evidence we shall be 
able to report back to 
the Police Commissioner 
at further meetings, and 
working together, find 
new ways of making 
south Wales a ‘no-go’ for 
criminals,” said Rachel. 
“The message is simple 
- working together, inte¬ 
grate co-operation, we 
shall be able to make a 
difference,” she added. 

The new campaign 
will start rolling out at 
the local county shows 
across the region, with 
promotional material and 
advice on how to protect 
your property and pos¬ 
sessions from theft.

£2.5m agreed for 
road resurfacing 


A PROGRAMME 
of highway main¬ 
tenance totalling 
just over £2.5m 
has been agreed 
by Vale Council. 

The three-year resur¬ 
facing plan was approved 
by the council’s Cabinet 
at its meeting on July 1 
and sets out a priority 
list of roads in need of 
improvement through¬ 
out the local highway 


network. In total, 114 
roads are due to be 
resurfaced and 66 are 
due to receive preventa¬ 
tive ‘micro-asphalt’ 
or surface treatments. 

All the roads included 
in the plan have been 
assessed using a scoring 
system that ensure the 
roads in most need of 
attention, including some 
of the busiest roads used 
by Vale residents, will 
receive attention first.

St Athan ladies learn about 
viniculture in the Vale 


ON July 1 the ladies 
of St Athan WI were 
literally treated to 
something with a lit¬ 
tle bit more sparkle 
than usual. 

The guest speaker 
was Mike Lewis, 
owner of Meadow 
View Vineyard 
in Llanblethian. 

Mike explained about 
his ambition to own a 
vineyard, but without 
moving to France, 
there was very little 
chance of his dream 
coming to fruition 
due to our climate. 

After seeking advice 
from another Welsh 
vineyard, the soil was 
tested and found that 
the land benefited from 
rich clay loam - and 
indeed it was possible 


to grow grapes. The 
vineyard would need to 
plant some trees to pro¬ 
tect the vines from the 
brisk winds and cold air. 

Finally, they needed 
to select the grape vari¬ 
ety, which would have 
to be compatible with 
our climate, the type 
of growing medium 
and the quality of the 
end product in mind. 

In 2002 the vine¬ 
yard was planted 
with the Seyval Blanc 
grape variety, which 
is extremely disease 
resistant and does not 
need to be sprayed for 
mildew and fungus. It 
lends itself perfectly 
to pesticide-free 
grape production. 

Due to the rela¬ 
tively small size of the 
vineyard, the summer 


cropping grapes are 
able to be thinned out 
which helps to ensure 
a healthy crop and also 
maximise the sugar lev¬ 
els within the grapes. 

Finally after Mike’s 
talk on how the vineyard 
developed, everyone 
was looking forward to 
finally getting to sample 
the nectar that they had 
heard so much about. 

We were treated to a 
blind tasting of various 
sparkling wines, along 
with a short quiz about 
champagne facts. The 
vineyard produces three 
white wines called Gwin 
y Fro, which translates 
to ‘Wine of the Vale’. 

A vote of thanks was 
given to Mike for such 
an entertaining evening 
by Elizabeth Renton.

Rob becomes an ambassador 
for the RAF Benevolent Fund 


A CORPORAL who 
was paralysed fol¬ 
lowing a parachute 
accident in America 
has been named 
as one of the RAF 
Benevolent Fund’s 
ambassadors. 

Thanks to the char¬ 
ity, Rob Bugden (34) 
is due to move into his 
specially adapted house 
in Sigingstone in the 
Vale soon. Corporal 
Bugden is now a tetra- 
plegic with complex 
needs and keen to speak 
about the excellent sup¬ 
port given by the fund. 

A proud Comishman, 
he moved to south Wales 
at the age of 18, attend¬ 
ing Cardiff Metropolitan 
University. He loved the 
area so much he decided 
to stay; joined the RAF 
in 2008 and was posted 
to St Athan in 2012. 
Three years later he qual¬ 
ified as a parachute jump 
instructor and bought a 
flat in Rhiwbina, Cardiff. 

He said: “I left for a 
three-week exercise in 
California on January 
2, 2016 not realising I 
would never sleep in 
my flat again. The acci¬ 
dent took place during 
my very last jump. I’d

trip back to Blighty. 

“Six of us jumped off 
the ramp of the aircraft 
at 12,000 feet. We first 
did a skydive and then 
turned 180 degrees. At 
5,500 feet I looked down 
and pulled open the can¬ 
opy which fully inflated 
- and that’s the last 
thing I remember until I 
woke up in the hospital 
in Phoenix a couple of 
days later. I think it was a 
couple of days, my mem¬ 
ory is still quite hazy.” 

Corporal Bugden and 
his colleague Brook 
Stebbins had collided 
in mid-air. “His knee 
hit my head and broke 
my neck, and after the 
collision my parachute 
wrapped around him. 

“We didn’t have much 
above us and had 1,000 
feet to fall. Fortunately, 
we landed in sand rather 
than on the runway. 
I don’t know what 
would have happened 
if we’d hit the runway. 

“Brook had remained 
conscious and did his 
best to land, but suffered 
injuries including a tom 
kidney, broken leg and 
broken ribs. He has 


fully recovered now.” 

But for Corporal 
Bugden the accident has 
been life-changing with 
on-going physiotherapy 
and care. He is philo¬ 
sophical about what hap¬ 
pened, but admits there 
have been dark times. 

“I have had bad days 
and will continue to 
have them. I wish I was 
back at work with the 
lads. I have been dealt a 
difficult hand and have 
to make the most of it.” 

During his rehabilita¬ 
tion he has met the inspi¬ 
rational Matt Hampson 
who was paralysed 
during a mgby training 
session in 2005 and who 
started up a foundation 
to help provide support 
and treatment for people 
who have suffered a seri¬ 
ous injury or disability. 

“I met him at the spinal 
unit at Stoke Mandeville 
Hospital and at his ‘get 
busy living centre’.” 

The RAF Benevolent 
Fund has purchased a 
house in Sigingstone 
for Corporal Bugden, 
ensuring it will cater 
for all his needs. The 
good news is that it is 
“a two-minute push” to 
his local, the Victoria 


Inn. He is currently 
undergoing rehabilitation 
at Stanford Hall, near 
Loughborough, and 
hopes to move into his 
new home next month. 
He is looking forward 
to welcoming his par¬ 
ents Derek and Debbie 
and brother Adam, 
who live in Cornwall, 
once he has settled in. 

In its centenary year, 
the RAF Benevolent 
Fund has launched 
the ‘Join the Search... 
Change a Life’ campaign, 
encouraging the public to 
get thousands of RAF 
veterans and their fami¬ 
lies ‘back on the radar’ so 
they can access support if 
needed. Corporal Bugden 
explained: “Some mil¬ 
itary personnel are not 
good at asking for help, 
but the help is there. 

“Without the fund, life 
would have been a lot 
more difficult for me. It 
doesn’t matter whether 
you served 30 years or 
three minutes, you are 
eligible for help. Don’t 
be afraid to ask for help.” 

The fund has 
helped 20 people in 
Wales in the last year. 

The campaign 

includes a television and 


radio advert voiced by 
Sir David Jason who is 
a long-standing supporter 
of the RAF. Corporal 
Bugden is now looking 
forward to his role as 
an ambassador for the 
charity. He has already 
given a number of talks 
including one at the 
Churchill War Rooms. 

Despite the terrible 
accident, he remains 
as proud as ever of his 
family’s association 
with the Armed Forces. 

“My brother Adam 
served in the Army in 
Northern Ireland, Iraq 
and Afghanistan. My 
father served in the 
Royal Navy for 22 years 
and was mentioned in 
dispatches following the 
attack on HMS Argonaut 
during the Falklands War. 
Three of my grandpar¬ 
ents also served during 
the Second World War. 

“We are quite a patri¬ 
otic family - proud to 
be British, Cornish and 
proud to be associated 
with the services.”

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Park and ride could 
remedy ‘lack of active 
travel’ facilities in Vale 


PLANS for a park 
and ride and a new 
transport inter¬ 
change are set to 
be taken forward 
as part of options 
to improve links 
between Penarth 
and Cardiff 

Barrage. 

The Vale Couneil is 
eonsidering a range of 
options to improve trans¬ 
port links in the town 
and its ruling body is set 
to approve three poten¬ 
tial schemes for ftirther 
consideration. 

They include building 
a bus park and ride in the 
Cosmeston area with sus¬ 
tainable transport links 
across Cardiff Barrage, 
upgrading Cogan railway 
station which could also 
include a park and ride 
facility, and new active 
travel infrastructure 
across Penarth including 
a headland link. 

A previously consid¬ 
ered option of opening 
Cardiff Barrage to pri¬ 
vate vehicles during peak 
times is set to be dropped 
due to the potential 
public opposition and 
deliverability of the idea. 


The council’s cabinet 
will decide which trans¬ 
port options, assessed by 
Capita, to take forward 
on July 15. 

If cabinet approves, 
and after consideration 
by a council scrutiny 
committee, these options 
would be assessed in 
greater detail before it is 
decided which scheme, if 
any, the council will put 
forward to a full business 
case. 

Which options are 
set to be considered 
further? 

Option one: Active 
travel proposals for 
Penarth 

The active travel pro¬ 
posals include a shared 
pedestrian and cycle 
headland link between 
Penarth Pier and Cardiff 
Bay, and a cycle route 
between the Merrie 
Harrier pub, Pont y 
Werin and Penarth Road. 

Also included in this 
option are measures to 
improve the active travel 
infrastructure already in 
Penarth and attracting 
the Nextbike cycle hire 
scheme to the town. 

The Capita report says: 
“The lack of a joined-up 
network of active travel 


links within Penarth and 
to the wider active travel 
network, e.g. to Cardiff, 
along with the congested 
nature of the highway 
network, limits the 
potential of active travel 
as an option for everyday 
journeys. 

“The provision of new 
active travel infrastruc¬ 
ture would encourage 
greater levels of walking 
and cycling and improve 
links between key 
services.” 

Option two: Bus park 
and ride and sustainable 
transport links across to 
Cardiff Barrage 

Capita says a bus park 
and ride at Cosmeston 
would reduce congestion 
in the area and increase 
sustainable travel options 
for commuters into 
Cardiff. 

It says key junctions 
between Cosmeston and 
Cardiff Barrage could be 
improved to reduce bus 
journey times. 

The report says: “The 
current route for buses 
travelling from Penarth 
to Cardiff is via heavily 
trafficked roads with no 
bus priority measures in 
place. Buses are subject 
to the same delays as 


private vehicles and jour¬ 
neys by bus take longer 
than the equivalent jour¬ 
ney by car. 

“The unreliability 
and slow journey times 
of bus services due to 
traffic delays reduces the 
attractiveness of travel 
by bus as an alternative 
to the car, particularly for 
commuting journeys.” 

This option also 
includes the introduction 
of new travel options into 
Cardiff from the Barrage. 
Water taxis, self-driving 
electric pods, vehicles 
or bikes, a monorail 
or shuttle bus linking 
Penarth and Cardiff, 
powered uphill cycle lifts 
and a cable car have all 
been suggested during a 
consultation. 

The report says: 
“Consideration would 
need to be given to the 
infrastructure required to 
enable any sustainable 
transport option to travel 
the length of the barrage, 
as currently a significant 
section of the barrage is 
only accessible by pedes¬ 
trians and cyclists.” 

Option three: New 
transport interchange 

Under this option, 
Cogan Railway Station 


would be upgraded to 
create a new transport 
interchange serving the 
Penarth Marina and 
Cardiff Bay areas. 

Potential upgrades 
include a park and ride 
facility of 168 spaces 
and a residential devel¬ 
opment on a vacant site 
to the east of the station, 
facilities for buses and 
taxis to allow better 
links to Penarth Marina 
and Cardiff Bay and 
improvements to passen¬ 
ger facilities - including 
as new platform for the 
Penarth to Cardiff line. 

The report says: “The 
current provision for park 
and ride at Cogan Station 
is limited, the station has 
poor quality pedestrian 
li nk s to the surrounding 
area and the highway 
network in the vicinity 
of the station experiences 
problems of congestion.”

Soldier’s 16-year 
prison sentence for 
attacks on women 


A MEMBER of 
the Parachute 
Regiment stationed 
at St Athan has been 
jailed for 16 years 
at Cardiff Crown 
Court for carrying 
out sex attacks on 
three women, writes 
AJ SICLUNA. 

The court heard that 
27-year-old Joshua Jolly, 
a private, had targeted his 
victims who, said Judge 
Fieri Rees “had suffered 
terrifying ordeals”. 

She added: “It was 
everyone’s worst night¬ 
mare and the psycholog¬ 
ical effects have been 
profound.” 

Jolly, who served in 
Afghanistan and who 
suffered from post-trau¬ 
matic stress disorder 
pleaded guilty to six 
charges involving assault 
by penetration, sexual 
assault and causing 
actual bodily harm. 

The first victim, aged 
26, was walking home 
in Cardiff on February 
11 last year and Jolly 
threw her to the ground, 
grasped her hard over 
the mouth, causing her to 
lose consciousness and 
injured her. 


The second victim, 
aged 23, was walking 
home in Cardiff when 
Jolly pulled her to the 
ground and carried out a 
sexual assault. 

On one occasion, 
said prosecutor Jason 
Howells, Jolly had used 
a service vehicle and his 
movements had been 
tracked; he had also been 
spotted on CCTV. 

The third victim, aged 
38, was walking to work 
on April 6 this year and 
Jolly followed her, ran at 
her, grabbed her mouth, 
choking her, threw her 
to the ground and carried 
out a sex attack. 

All the attacks, said 
Mr Howells, were very 
quick. 

The last victim had to 
be treated for injuries at 
the University Hospital 
of Wales. Jolly, who was 
arrested at the home of 
his wife in April, said he 
had been in Cardiff and 
sometimes at a club in 
Barry and had contacted 
prostitutes. 

Mr Howells said: “He 
admitted he had a high 
sex drive, but would 
never attack a woman.” 

The first woman said 
she might never recover 


from what happened and 
had become paranoid and 
added: “I am a shell of 
the person I was.” 

The second one said 
her whole world had 
changed and she suffered 
horrific nightmares. 

The third said she had 
flashbacks, could not 
sleep and her family had 
been affected. 

Jolly’s counsel, Byron 
Broadstock, said his lack 
of previous convictions 
was a mitigating factor, 
there was evidence of 
remorse and he acknowl¬ 
edged the impact of his 
behaviour. 

“Mercifully,” said Mr 
Broadstock, “the inci¬ 
dents were brief” 

In addition to the 
16 years there was an 
extended licence period 
of six years and the Judge 
ordered Jolly could not 
be considered for parole 
before serving two thirds 
of the prison sentence.

mentally demanding. 1 enjoy swimming, but usually 
in my local leisure pool and not out in the open sea. 

“Fourteen years ago 1 worked as a heart failure 
nurse in Cardiff and Vale UHB. My role was 
initially funded by the BHF and was one of first 
specialist heart failure nurses to be established 
within Wales at the time. 

“1 now work for BHF Cymru leading a team 
working across Wales with health boards to help 
improve the treatment and care of people living with 
heart and circulatory disease and so 1 know how 
important raising money for vital research is.” 

Six other women form the team taking on the 
challenge: Sally Hughes and Lynne Ruddick are 
colleagues of Joanne and also work for the BHF. 
They are being joined by Rachel Owen, a sen¬ 
ior cardiac nurse from Radyr in Cardiff; Sian 
Hughes, a palliative care and heart failure specialist 
nurse from Whitchurch, Cardiff; Dr Rhian Fuge, a 


haematologist from Swansea and Emma Halcox, a 
supermarket assistant also from Swansea. 

Emma’s husband is a consultant cardiologist in 
Swansea and completed a relay challenge swim 
across the channel in 2016, and has inspired and 
advised the women for their training regime. 

The English Channel is a unique and demanding 
swim, considered by many to be the ultimate long 
distance challenge. 

Swimmers have to be prepared for the many var¬ 
iable conditions including low water temperatures, 
wind and high waves. 

The swimming experience differs considerably 
among the women. Three have never swum in 
open water until they started training for this event. 
The other four have some open water swimming 
experience, but have always worn wetsuits and the 
Channel swim challenge only permits participants to 
wear swimsuits. 

Training is well underway with two of the 
team taking swimming lessons to improve their 
technique and all practicing breathing tech¬ 
niques needed for sea swimming. 

Joanne, Rachel and Sian train together in the 
sea at Barry when they can and all seven plan 
to meet for regular sea swims as the weather 
gets warmer. 

Joanne continued: “The biggest challenge 
for us will be the cold. Swimming across the 
Channel in just a swimsuit, getting used to the 
waves, salt water, seaweed and other debris 
as well as potential sea sickness. The physical 
effort taking it in turns to swim for an hour each 
is going to be incredibly difficult, but we are 
determined to do it. 

“Knowing that 1 am giving something back to 



the charity that has supported me and my family in 
many ways over the past 15 years is a real driver for 
me, and when we’ve finally completed the swim it 
will be such an amazing achievement for all of us.”

Stay safe in 
the garden 

GREEN fingered Brits have been urged 
to take care in order to avoid slips, trips 
and falls this summer, now the most 
common causes of accidents in the gar¬ 
den have been revealed. 

Horticulture experts at GardenBuildingsDirect. 
CO .uk have compiled a guide of the most common 
incidents that can occur whilst in the garden. 

Spending time cultivating plants and shrubs has 
many proven health benefits such as reducing stress 
and promoting a healthy lifestyle. 

But gardening also presents certain hazards that 
could leave Brits in A&E this summer. 

A spokesperson for GardenBuildingsDirect. 
co.uk explained: “Thousands of Brits will be 
taking to their gardens this summer to preen, prune 
and plant, but it’s important to make sure you’re 
doing so safely. 

“Taking some extra time to identify the areas in 
which accidents could occur and dealing with them 
immediately could be all that’s needed to prevent a 
serious incident from occurring.” 

1. Pools and ponds 

Although they look fantastic and are great fun 
to have, pools and ponds can present significant 
hazards, especially to young children. 

For this reason, it’s best to hold off on installing 
these features until any children in the home are 
over five years old. 

However, if a pool or pond is already in place, 
you can minimise the risks by building a fence 
around the parameter or placing a safety grid on top 
when not in use. 

2. Ladders 

Most homeowners will have at least one ladder 
to hand, but this versatile tool has caused many 
Brits a trip to A&E. 

A simple slip could lead to serious injuries, 
therefore ensure the ladder is only placed on solid, 
even ground and that the steps are clean and dry. 

A ladder that has rubber feet will prevent it from 
slipping. 

3. Mowers 

Reports have revealed that 6,500 accidents in the 
ETK were caused by the unassuming lawn mower. 

The majority of these occurred during the 
process of cleaning the machine as the sharp blades 
can lead to deep lacerations, whilst the mower 
running over feet was also a common reason. 

Before cleaning, ensure the machine is 
unplugged. Cutting grass may seem simple but 
this task should only be completed by individuals 
who are experienced and have the proper safety 
equipment. 

4. Flower pots 

Surprisingly, flower pots - especially hanging 
pots - can pose certain dangers. 

If not securely attached or weighed down a gust 
of wind could result in the pot falling on someone 
and causing serious damage, and this also stands 
for baskets etc. 

5. DIY 

A little maintenance and upcycling can go a long 
way, especially in the garden. However, lifting 
heavy objects can put strain on the body and lead 
to various injuries and ailments in the long term. 
Shifting outdoor furniture or machinery across the 
lawn will put strain on joints and muscle, so make 
sure you’re performing these tasks properly and 
safely. 

6. Tools 

Discarded tools such as shears and garden forks 
will always present a danger in the garden. After 
using, make sure they’re returned to the shed or 
to another safe area which is out of the reach of 
children.

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Honda’s Jazz is a ‘cracking 
little car’ - Glamorgan GEM 
Motoring Review by Tony Yates 


I’M here this week 
to share with you 
a motoring review 
and to tell you why 
the Honda Jazz is 
a wonderful little 
thing. 

There isn’t any reason 
whatsoever why you 
shouldn’t go out right 
now and buy one. For 
instance, my friend did, 
so did one of my neigh¬ 
bours, and his friend, 
and the vicar at my local 
church, and the lady who 
works at my local super¬ 
market. The list, as they 
say, is endless. So forget 
all you hear. I’m telling 
you right now - that the 
Honda Jazz is a cracking 
little car. 

Power and 

Efficiency: The 1.3 Litre 
i-VTEC (102PS) petrol 
engine has 123Nm of 
torque and is actually a 
fantastic little engine that 
loves to be revved, and 
is a real joy to use as 
an everyday run-around. 
I am also happy to report 
that the engine feels very 
refined and has a decent 
range of torque available 
even when you consider 
its small size. Although 
just because it has a small 


engine, that doesn’t mean 
motorway driving is tedi¬ 
ous - in fact, I found it 
quiet and unfiissy. 

Out on the open road 
the Jazz will return a 
combined 48+ MPG, and 
the emissions come in at 
a very respectable 117 
g/km. Top speed will 
also top out at around 
llSmph and 0-62 will 
come in at 11.2 seconds, 
which seems slow - but 
it’s not really, because 
it scoots along at a 
decent pace. It’s like a 
little puppy dog, shooting 
around everywhere while 
snapping at the heels of 
some of the bigger boys 
out to play that day. 

On the road: The Jazz 
feels nimble and con¬ 
trolled and the chassis 
is refined. You can also 
feel the stiffer platform 
and suspension - which 
certainly helps it play 
its part in improving the 
ride quality. The steering 
system also feels direct 
and the feedback for 
the driver is great. So, a 
great all-around driving 
experience then.

Pickford and Toutt 
continued to take wickets 
and in the 22nd over, 
Toutt removed the last 
batsman with the total on 
just 39. 

Toutt’s 2 wickets takes 
his season tally to 19 
which makes him the top 
wicket taker in the league 
so far. 

With so few overs 
bowled the decision was 
made to take tea after the 
game.
